John, the eighteenth Earl, was born in 1661, 


and married, firſt, Mary, eldeſt daughter to Hen- 


age 
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ry O Brien, Lord Ibrackan, by whom he had a 
ſon, James, who died young; and ſecondly, in 
1684, he married the Lady Elizabeth Jones, el- 
deſt daughter, and co-heir, to Richard Earl of 
Ranelagh; but leaving no iſſue, and dying in 
1-07, he was ſucceeded by his firſt couſin, Ro- 
bert, ſon to his uncle Robert, brother to his fa- 
ther Wentworth, the ſeventeenth Earl of Kit 
dare. 

Which Robert Fitz-gerald, Eſq; father to the 
late Earl of Kildare, preſerved the city of Dublin 
from being plundered and 'burnt, after King 
James's defeat at the battle of the Boyne, 1690. 

This noble Lord is deſcended from Otho, or 
Other, a rich and powerful Lord in the time of 
King Alfred, deſcended from the Dukes of Tuſ- 
cany; who paſſing from Florence into Normandy, 
and thence into England, there the family flou- 
iſhed, until Richard Strongbow, Earl of Pem- 
broke, their kinſman, engaged them to partake in 
his expedition to Ireland, in which Maurice Fitz- 
gerald embarked, and was one of the principal 
conquerors of that kingdom ; for which he was 
rewarded with a great eſtate in lands in the pro- 
vince of Leinſter, and particularly the barony of 
Offaley, and the caſtle of Wicklow; and died, 
covered with honours, in the year 1177, 24 
Hen, II. 

Sir William Dugdale tells us, that the aforeſaid 
Otho, or Other, was a baron of England in the 
lateenth year of King Edward the Confeſſor, and 
was father of Walter Fitz-Otho, who, at the ge- 
neral ſurvey of that kingdom, in 1078, was Caſ- 
tellan of Windſor, and appointed by William the 
Conqueror Warden of the foreſts of Berkſhire, 
being then poſſeſſed of three lordſhips in that 
county, three in Surry, three in Bucks, three in 
Dorſerſhire, four in Middleſex, nine in Wiltſhire, 
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and ten in the county of Southampton; all which 
Pominus Otherus, his father, held in the time of 
King Edward the Confeſſor. See EARL of 
KERRY. 

Of this family there were ſeveral Barons of 
Offaley, before they were Earls of Kildare; and 
of it were the Earls of Deſmond, March, and Mac- 
clesfield ; and the Lord Grandiſon, and Barons of 
Bromley, and the Earls of Kerry, and ſome others 
have been Knights of the Garter. Gerald, the 
eldeſt ſon of Maurice, who died in 1177, was 
Lord Offaley, and Chief Juſtice of Ireland; and 
his ſon and ſucceſſor, Maurice, was Lord Chief 
Ja'lice in 1219 and 232, and built the caſtle of 
Sligo. Thomas, Lord Offaley. his ſon, was fa- 
ther of T homas, who founded the Abbey of Tra- 
ley; and, dying without iſſue, was ſucceeded by 
his brother Maurice, who left iſſue Gerald Fitz- 
maurice, his heir, and 1 homas, who was Chief 
Juſtice of Ireland. Gerald Fitz- Maurice had ifſue 
Maurice, who, in 1272, was Chief Juſtice of Ire- 

land: b t he dying without iſſue, we return to 
his uncle Thomas, who had two ſons, John and 
Maurice, whereof 

John was created Earl of Kildare 10 Edward II. 
and on Aug. 27, 1329, Maurice his brother was 
created Earl of Deſmond. To the former King 

Edward II. gave the town and caſtle of Kildare, 
together with the ſervices of the freeholders and 
farmers ; as alſo V\ illiam Veſey's lands in Ireland, 
which were forfeited in 1291, when he was Lord 
Juſtice. He was ſucceeded by his ſon Thomas, 
the ſecond Ear], who built Laughlin-bridge, and 
was Lord Juſtice of Ireland in 320, and 1326. 
Maurice, the fourth Earl, was, in the year 1347, 

leader for the army of King Edward 1 I. at the 
ſiege of Calais; and in 1360, * and 1375, 
| Was 
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was Lord Juſtice of Ireland; as was his ſon Ge- 


rald, the fifth Earl, in 1405. 

Thomas, the ſeventh Earl, was, in 1454, 145*, 
1467, and 1471, Lord Deputy of Ireland; as 
was his fon and ſucceſſor, Gerald, the eighth 
Farl, in the years 1478, 1479, 1483, 1485; "and 
in 14090 was made Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, a 
Knight of the Garter, and preſented by King Hen- 
iy VII with a gold chain, which he wore as a 
mark of his royal favour. He was ſucceeded by 
his ſon and heir, Gerald, who, in 1513, was made 
Lord Juſtice of Ireland, and the next year 
marched w th his army into Leix, where he van- 
quiſhed O'Moor, and the O' Rileys, who rebelled; 
and in 1515, being made Deputy of Ircland, he 
flew O Tool, and ſent his head to the Mayor of 
Dablin, and reduced the province of Ulſter: but 


being accuſed of ſeizing the King's revenues, he 


was ſent priſoner to London, and condemned 
through the malice of Cardinal Wolſey; but the 
King pardoned him, and reſtored him to his ho- 


nours; and he was in 1524 again made Lord De- 


puty of Ireland : but great complaints having 
been made to the King againſt his adminiſtration, 
he was commanded to repair to London, which 
he accordingly did, leaving Thomas, his eldeſt 
ſon, about twenty-one years of age, Deputy in his 
ſtead ; but afterwards the faid young Lord, upon 
a falſe report that his father, then a priſoner in 
the Tower, was beheaded, defied the King's au- 
thority, and proclaimed open war : whereupon he 
and five of his.uncles, which he had drawn to take 
his part, were attainted ; ; aud, upon the King's 
ſending an army, were all taken and put to death 
Feb. 2,1535-6; the old Earl dying before them of 
grief in the Tower of London, was buried there. 


Thomas the tenth Earl, who ſuffered with his 
uncles, was ſucceeded by his brother Gerald, 
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who became the eleventh Earl, which honour re- 
mains to his poſterity to this day.

In 1: 84, 
he married, at the age of ſixteen, Margarct only 
daughter to John Lord Bellew ; and by her, who 
died in 1700, had two ſons and nine daughters,

In the reign of King Henry Il. when the king- 
dom of Ireland became firſt ſubject to the Fngliſh 
crown, Sir Gilbert de Nugent, with his brethren 
and relations, accompanied Sir Hugh de Lacic in 
that expedition, to which Sir Hugh the King al- 
lotting the county of Meath to hold of the crown 
by Knight ſervice, he gave to Sir Gilbert, in re- 
compence

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eompence of his ſervice, his ſiſter Roſa in mar- 
riage; and as a portion with her, the barony of 
Delvin, to him and his heirs. Sir Richard his ſe- 
cond brother, ſucceeded as ſecond Baron of Del- 


vin, whoſe only daughter and heir became the 


wife of Johns, or Jones, who in her right poſ- 
ſeſſed the Barony of Delvin; which honour and 
eſtate continued in his family, as ſome compute, 
for 120 years, until by the failure of heirs male, 
and the marriage of Catherine, daughter and heir 


of John Fitz-Jones, Baron of Delvin, to Sir Wil- 


liam Nugent of Balrath, the eſtate and title re- 
verted to the family about the year 1327. 

Sir Richard Nugent, the ninth Baron of Del- 
vin, was lord deputy of Ireland in 1527; and 
conducted public affairs with great integrity and 
honour, until he was taken priſoner by O Connor, 
in 1528, He had a ſpecial livery of his lands, 
in 1545, in 1552, and in 1558, King Edward 
VI. made him a grant of many lordſhips and lands. 
In 1553, with the Engliſh of Athlone, he con- 
quered Thadeus-Rufus Omelaghlen, and expelled 
him out of the country : he burnt the country of 
M' Coghlan, Dinaih, Lower Delvin, which terri- 
tory, the better to defend the pale from the in- 
curſions of the Iriſh, he again laid waſte, in 1554, 
with fire and ſword. He died in 15 ͤ 50, and was 
ſacceeded by Sic Chriſtopher Nugent, his ſon, the 
tenth Baron, who, in 1563, had a grant of the 
caſtle and lands of Ballycorbet, in King's county, 
to him and his heirs male; was knighted in 15 6, 
- and made captain of Slewght-William in the Annat- 
ly, which place his father held for life; and he ex- 


preſſed ſuch forwardneſs and fidelity in the ſervice 
of the crown, that, in 1567, articles were made 


With his Lordſhip by the Queen, authoriſing him 
to extirpate the O Mores, ſons of Ferraſſe Mac 
Roſſe, and their followers. But notwithſtanding 

9 70 this 
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this commiſſion and his ſervice to the crown, he 
was ſent priſoner to London in 15899; and com- 
mitted to the Tower, on ſuſpicion of kolding cor- 
reſpondence with the rebels-of Leinſter : but his 
innocence being ſoon after fully proved, he was 
enlarged, and returned to Ireland; and ſo ac- 
ceptable were his ſervices to the Queen, that, be- 
fides divers leaſes of lands, in 1567, ſhe ordered 
him a grant in fee-farm of ſo many manors and 
forfeited lands in the counties of Cavan and Long- 
ford, as ſhould amount to the crown rent of : cc 1, 
a year. He died in 1602, and Richard his ſon 
ſucceeded him as Baron of Delvin, who was 
knighted in 1003, and had eſpecial livery of his 
_ eſtate in 1606; but in 1607, he was arreſted, and 
committed to the caſtle of Dublin for high trea- 
ſon, being concerned in a conſpiracy wich the 
Earls of Tyrone and T'yrconnel, Macguire, &c. 
to ſurprize the caſtle of Dublin, cut off the lord 


deputy and council, diſſolve the ſtate, and ſet up 


a government of their own. Having eſcaped out 
of the caſtle, a proclamation was publiſhed for 
apprehendinz him: but next year his Lordi ip 
ſurrendered himſelf, and made his ſubmiſſion to 
his Majeſty, who thereupon took him into favour, 
and directed a pardon to be paſted for his life, 
lands, and goods ; and ordered, that he ſhould en- 
Joy the full benefit of all his former warrants for 
granting lands to him by patent; and he fo effec- 
tually regained the King's favour, that Sept. 4, 
1021, he advanced him to the dignity of Earl of 
Weſt- Meath, by patent, with the annual creation- 
fee of 201. payable from the crown revenues ariſing 
out of the county of Weſt Meath. In 1634, he 
fat in the Parliament, and was a leading man in 


the houſe of Peers: but refuſing to join with the 


lords and gentry of the pale, in the rebellion of 
1641, a ſevere courſe was threatened to be taken 
With 
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with him for his denial : whereupon, quitting his 
houſe, he was eſcorted to Dublin by a party of 
horſe; but being attacked near Athboy by a thou- 
ſand rebels, he was obiged to yield: they 
ſeized his plate and money to the value of 10co 1. 
ſtripped his Counteſs and her gentlewoman in a 
ſhameful manner, maſſacred his ſervants, and da- 
maged his houſes and lands to the amount of 
20,000 1, and he died of the wounds he received 
on that occaſion. 

He was ſucceeded by his grandſon Richard, the 
fecond Earl of Weſt Meath, who was, in 1650, 
general of the Iriſh forces raiſed by the province 
of Leinſter againſt the rebels; and, in 1652, was 
excepted from pardon for life and eſtate, by 
Cromwell's act of parliament for ſettling of Ire- 
land: but his Lordſhip, with others of the Iriſh 
party, entering into certain articles with the com- 


miſſioners of the government, leave was given 


him to tranſport one thouſand Iriſh foot into Spain; 
and, in 165 2, he had an order to enjoy ſuch of his 

eſtate as lay waſte and undiſpoſed of; and after 
his return from Flanders, where he was in the 
ſervice of Spain with his regiment, the govern- 


ment being credibly informed that the public peace 


was diſturbed in England, the lieutenant-general 
of the army was required, in Augult 1659, to 
apprehend his Lordſhip, with other leading men 
in the county of Galway: but ſurviving all theſe 
troubles, he was conſidered after the reſtoration 
as a perſon meriting. in an eſpecial manner, his 
Majeſty's g ace and favour. am

This family is derived from Logan, firnamed 
Diirne, or Delion, which ſignifies brave and va- 


liant, to whom the Duke of Aquitaine gave his 


daughter in marriage, in whoſe right, after her 
father's death, he became Prince and Sovereign of 
Aquitaine, which continued in his poſterity til 
King Henry II. married Alionora, daughter and 
heir to William the fifth Duke of Aquitaine; and 
about the year 1172, obtainted that principality 
by ſuperior force; and to prevent any diſturbunce, 
brought Sir Henry Delion, or Dillon, and his bro- 
ther Thomas, then infants, to England, their fa- 


ther being ſlain, Sir Henry was ſent into Ireland, 


in 1185, as ſecretary to John Earl of Morton, 
who granted him a large tract of land, called at- 
ter him Dillon's county, till it was reduced into 
ſhire-ground by King Henry VIII. and divided into 
the barony of Kilkenny-Weſt; by which he and 
his heirs were entitled to ſummons to parliament, 
like the antient barons of England. 

From him deſcended, in a direct male line, Sir 
Robert, the third of that name, who was attor- 


ney-general to King Henry VIII. and lord chief 


Juſtice of the common pleas to Queen F lizabeth, 
having been ſpe ker of the Houſe of Commons. 
His eldeſt ion, tir Lucas, ſucceeded as attorney- 
general to Queen Elizabeth, and ſpeaker of. the 
houſe of commons, as his father had been. In 
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1572, he was made chief baron of the exchequer 
and privy counſellor; and, in 1383, juſtice of 
the queen's bench: he was ſucceeded by Sir 
James his eldeſt ſon, who, Auguſt 5, 1622, was 
created carl of Roſcommon. He commanded a 
troop of horſe in the reign of king James I. and 
king Charles I, and dying in March, 1641, left 

even ſons and fix daughters, Robert his eldeſt 
ion was the ſecond earl, and, in 1638, was made 
keeper of the great ſeal; and the next year one 
of the lords juſtices, Wentworth, the fourth 
car!, was one of the moſt celebrated poets of his 
age, was captain of the band of penſioners to 
king Charles II. and afterwards maſter of the 
korle to the dutcheſs of York.

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This moſt antient and noble family of O'Brien, 
who, with ſignal bravery, have repelled the inva- 
ſion of the Danes, and other foreign enemies, 
is lineally deſcended from Brien Boraimhe, or Bo- 
rau, who, in 1002, was proclaimed king of all 
Ireland, and was deſcended originally, in a di- 
rect male line, from Hiberius, eldeſt ſon of Mt- 
lenus of Spain; and the ſame king Brien.

but the civil war breaking ont in Eng! aud, he re- 
turned thither, and being {ent on the king s ſer- 
vice, he commanded a body of troops under the 
carl of Ormond, lord lieutenant of Ireland, and 
fought many ſucceſsful battles againſt the Iriſh : 
for, meeting Owen Roe O'Neill near Callin, in 
the county of Kilkenny, he defeated his army, 
and purſued him over the Shannon. The lord 
Inchiquin afterwards marched againſt the lord 
Muſkerry, and routed him near Charleville : the 
ſame day, he attacked lord Taafte, and entirely 
routed his body of troops. Three days after, 
he fought ſir Oliver Stephenſon, at Laſcarrel,

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who was killed in the battle, and his army totally 
deſtroyed. Sir Alexander Mac Donall, coming 
afterwards to the aſſiſtance of the lord Muſkerry, 
was met at a place called Knocknanols, in the 
county of Cork, by the lord Inchiquin, who en- 


tirely defeated his army, ſir Alexander loſing his 
life in the battle; the lord Inchiquin afterwards 


took Caſhel, and other places that held out, and 
reduced Munſter to obedience. Sir William 
St. Leger, lord Reſident of Munſter, whoſe 
daughter the lord Inchiquin had married, dying, 
the carl of Portland was appointed to ſucceed 
him : but the lord Inchiquin, thinking he had 


merited to ſucceed his father-in.law, refuſed to 


give up his garriſons or troops to the earl of 
Portland: and ſome time afterwards, the king 
(remembering his paſt ſervices, and how uſeful he 
had been to him) appointed him lord preſident 
of Munſter, by which means he had the com- 
mand of all the troops, for which, in 1643, he 
was voted a traitor by the parliament of England. 
In 1649, he marched to the aſſiſtance of the 


king's friends north of Dublin; Drogheda ſur- 


rendered to him. He afterwards took Dundalk, 
and other garriſons : but, in 1652, an act paſ- 
ſing in England for ſettling the affairs of Ireland, 


he and the earl of Ormond were excepted from 


the pardon ; and Oliver Cromwell bringing over 
a mighty force with him, obliged them to fly to 
France, where the Lord Inchiquin was made lieu- 
tenant general of the French king's army ; and 
upon the conquelt of Catalonia, he was appointed 
viceroy over it.

After the 
death of Prince Naſſau Saarburgh, he ſucceeded 
as velt-marſhal of the armies of the States; but 
dying in 1703, he left two ſons, and was fuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon 

Godart-Chriſtian, the ſecond Earl of Athlone, 
lieutenant-general of the Dutch forces, married 
the Lady Henrietta de Naſſau, youngeſt daughter 
to William Earl of Rochford, and left two ſons,

HE right honourable RICHARD PARSONS,

ried Miſs Edwards. 


Ot this family, which was of long ſtanding in 
the county of Norfolk, was William 5 arſons, Eſq;

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Parſons, Bart. who was choſen to repreſent King's 
county in parliament, Nov. 4, 1741. 

Sir William, who was lord juſtice, acquired a 
large eſtate in Ireland, where he ſettled the latter 
end of Queen Elizabeth's reign, and was ſur- 
veyor- general of Ireland. In 1613 he was mem- 
ber of parliament for Newcaſtle in the county of 
Dublin; and in 1639, for the county of Wick- 
low ; and was created a Baronet in 1620. In 
1640 he was conſtituted one of the lords juſtices ; 
but in 1643 he was removed from the govern- 
ment, being accuſed of treaſonable practices, and 
committed to priſon : he died in 1650, and was 
ſucceeded by his grandſon Sir William, ſon of 
Richard, his heir apparent, who died before him, 
This Sir William married Catherine, eldeſt daugh- 
ter of Arthur Jones, Viſcount Ranelagh, and died 
Dec. 31, 1658, and was ſucceeded by 

Richard, his third and only ſurviving ſon, and 
the third Baronet. In 1678 he was captain in his 
Majeſty's army; and, July 2, 1681, he was created 
a Baron and Viſcount as above ; but dying in Ja- 
nuary 1702-3, he was ſucceeded by his ſon 
Richard, who, June 16, 1718, was created Earl 
of Roſſe by King George I. and married firſt Ma- 
ry, daughter to the Lord William Powlett, ſecond 
ſon of Charles the firſt Duke of Bolton, by whom 
he had two ſons and one daughter, viz.

cond. of George I. he was appointed one of the 
commiſſioners for building of fifty new churches ; 


and in the third, he was made governor of Ja- 


maica,. which- laſt poſt he reſigned ; and being 
Lord of Old Sarum, in the county of Wilts, had 
thereby an hereditary right to ſit in the houſe of 
Commons. He was choſen for the {aid borough 
in 1710, and 1714; and his feat being vacated 
by his accepting the government of Jamaica in 
the third year of King George I. he was choſen 
for the borough of 'Ihirſk, He married Jane, 
daughter to James Inais, ſon of Adam Innis of 


Reidhall, in the county of Murray, in Scotland, 


Eq; (and gran ſon to Sir Robert Innis of Innis, 
in the {aid county, Bart by the Lady Griſel Stew- 
art, daughter to James Earl of Murray) by which 
Lady, who died in Jan. 7.

Henry de Maule was knighted by King Ro- 
bert Bruce; and from him deſcended Thomas, 
who was knighted by King Robert III. and was 
one of the commanders of the governor of Scot- 
land's army at the bloody batile of Harlaw, where 
he was ſlain with all the gentlemen of his name 
in 1411 ; and had iſſue by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Andrew Grey of Foulis, a ſon Thomas, born 
after his death, whoſe great grandſon, Sir Tho- 
mas, was lain at the fatal field of Flodden, in 
15 13; and his ſon Robert had a licence from King 
James V. exempting him from parliaments. He 
was at the battle of Lithgow, for that King's li-- 
berty, in 1526, and he ſtormed the town of Perth, 
which held out againſt Queen Mary's authority; 
he was beſieged in his caſtle of Panmure by the. 
Engliſh, and carried priſoner to London. His ſon- 
Thomas was taken priſoner at the fight of Hal- 
denrigg, on his return from France, and with great 
difficulty eſcaped at the buttle of Pinkincleugh,. 
in 1547; and was among the Scots nobility who 
entered into that memorable aſſociation for the 
defence of King Janes VI. upon his inaugura- 
tion. 

Patrick, his grandſon, was in great favour with. 
King James VI. and Charles I. by. whom he was 
created Lord Brechin, and Navarr, and Earl! of Pan- 
mure. He attended that Prince in all the battles: 
in which he was engaged; and never left him til! 
ue was made priſoner in Car ilbrook caſtle; and

after the King was murdered, Cromwell impoſed 
a fine of ten thouſand pounds upon him for his 
loyalty. 

James, the fourth Earl of Panmure, being con- 
cerned in the rebellion of 1715, was attainted of 
high treaſon.

where he ſerved as volunteer, and was created 
Viſcount, July 30, 1628, by Charles I. whoſe 
fervice he promoted to. the utmoſt of his power, 
during the civil war; and was ſucceeded by his 
fon 'I homas, who was one of the adventurers in 
Ireland, when that kingdom was reduced by the 
Engliſh parliament ; and ſubſcribing the ſum of 
600 l. had an allotment of 617 acres, 1 rood, and 
15 perches, of land, plantation meaſure, in the 
barony of Garry-Caſtle, and King's county.

He is alſo a Count of the holy Roman empire, 
lord chamberlain to his Imperial Majeſty, colo- 
nel of a regiment of fuzileers, and poſſeſſed of a 
conſiderable eſtate in Sileſia. He diſtinguiſhed

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himſelf by the name of Count Taaffe, during the 
war, in 1738, with the Turks, whom he reſiſted 
at Belgrade with ſuch remarkable bravery, that 
he gained the victory with great honour. He 
married Mary-Anne, Counteſs de Spendler, daugh- 
ter and heir to Count Spendler of Lintz in Upper 
Auſtria, of a moſt illuſtrious family ; and by her, 
who is a Lady of the bed-chamber to her im- 
perial and Hungarian Majeſty, hath two ſons, John 
and Francis, both educated in the academy of 
Vienna, 

Of this noble and antient family was Richard 
Taaffe, who lived in 1282; as, in 1306, did 
John Taaffe, who was archbiſhop of Armagh; 
and, in 1479, the order of the garter being eſta- 
bliſhed in Ireland, Sir Nicholas 'Taaffe was one of 
the firſt members. In the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, this family was in good repute in the county 
of Louth, where they have reſided ever ſince; 
of whom Sir William Taaffe was one who aſſiſted 
te reduce the Iriſh to the Queen's obedience, when 
they were in arms under the rebellious Earl of 
Tyrone.

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Of this antient and noble family, who were 
faid to be couſin in blood to King Edward the 
confeſſor, was Sir William Fitz-William, Kant, 
Who attended King William, called the conqueror, 
as marſhal of the army, when he entered Eng- 
land ; and his deſcendants being afterwards Lords 
of Sprotborough and Emely, in the connty of 
Vork; from thence a branch went into Ireland 
with King John, where his poſterity has remained 
ever ſince. 

In 1348, King Edward III. pardoned William, 
the ſon of Richard Fitz-William, all tranfgreſſions, 
&c. and the ſaid William having built the caſtle 
of Wicklow, he became conſtable thereof ; and 
in the forty-ninth year of that reign was com- 
mander in chief of all thoſe parts. 

In 1381, his ſon William was ſheriff of the 
county of Dublin, and had a grant to be ſeneſchal 
of all the temporalities in the ſaid county, with 
power to appoint his deputy, &c.

that unfortunate Prince, this patent was deferred ;

His ſon Oliver, who ſucceeded him, ſtipulated 
with the French King, to carry three thouſand 
men out of England and Ireland into France, for 
the ſaid King's ſervice; and he commanded them 
there as colonel.

he was, by articles, concluded in France with that 
Prince's wife, the Queen of Britain, made gene- 
ral of ten thouſand foot, and three thouſand horſe, 
which were to come out of Ireland, to ſerve his 
Majeſty in the civil wars of England : but the fa- 
tal ſucceſs of the battle of Naſeby, where he 
ſerved his Majeſty, put a ſtop to his proceedings.

HE right honourable RI c HARD Hows, 
& Viſcount Hows, Baron of Clonawly, and 
Baronet, member in, the Britiſh parliament for 


- Partmouth, and a commander in the royal navy, 


ſucceeded his brother George-Auguſtus, the late 
Viſcount, July 5, 1758. His Lordſhip com- 


manded the ſquadron which ſet fail from Portſ- 


mouth June 1, 1758, with the troops deſtined to 
make a deſcent upon the coaſt of France, under 
the command of his Grace Charles the late Duke 
of Marlborough; when they deſtroyed upwards 
of one hundred ſhips under the cannon of St. 
Maloes. He alſo commanded the ſquadron, that, 
in conjunction with the troops on board under the 
command of lieutenant-general Bligh, attacked 
the town of Cherburgh, which, on the 8th of

LEGER, 3 
Viſcount Do N ERAILE in the county of 
Cork, and Baron of Kilmaydon in the county of 
Waterford ; and one of his Majeſty's moſt ho- 
nourable privy-council, ſucceeded his nephew Ar- 
thur, Ag. 26, 1750; and, in 1722, married 
X Elizabeth, 
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Flizabeth, eldeſt daughter and co-heir of Joſeph 
Deane, Eſq; chief baron of the exchequer ; but 
has no iſſue. 

This antient and noble family is of French ex- 
traction, and is deſcended from Sir Robert Sent 
Legere, Knt. who, in 1066, accompanied Wil- 
liam Duke of Normandy in his expedition into 
England; and the family have a tradition, that 
he, with his on hand, ſupported the ſaid Duke 
when he quitted the ſhip to land in Suſſex. Hav- 
ing conquered a pagan Dane, who inhabited the 
manor of Ulcomb in Kent, (as is mentioned in 
Doomſday: book) he there fixed his reſidence, 
where his poſterity flouriſhed for many genera- 
tions. 

Guy St. Leger was appointed, by King Wil- 
liam I. to be an aſſiſtant knight to Adelmere, one 
of the monks of Ely; and in the reign of Hen- 
ry II. William St. Leger, grandſon, as is ſup- 
poſed, of the aforeſaid Sir Robert, married Joan, 
daughter of Sir Geoffrey Sackville, anceſtor to 
the Duke of Dorſet ; and was ſucceeded by Ralph 
St. Leger, who, in 1195, was one of thoſe Kentiſh 
gentlemen that accompanied King Richard to the 
liege of Acon in Paleſtine ; and it appears, by an 
inſcription on the lid of his coffin, in the church 
of Ulcomb, that he ſerved fifteen years in the holy 
war. In the year 1200, Ralph St. Leger of Ul- 
comb, and Hugh St. Leger of Knowlton, were re- 
c:gnit:res magnæ aſſiſze for the county of Kent; of 
which family was Arnold St. Leger, Elq; who, 
the fiftieth of Edward III. repreſented that county 
in parliament. | |

WII p- 
MAN BARRINGTON, Viſcount BARRING= 
rox, Baron Barrington of Newcaſtle, ſecretary 
at war, one of his Majeſty's moſt honourable privy- 
council, and member in the Britiſh parliament for 
the town of Plymouth, ſucceeded his father John 
in 1734; and, Sept. 16, 1740, married Mary, 
daughter and heir of Henry, youngeſt fon of Sir 
. dalathiel Lovel, Baron of the exchequer, and wi- 
dow of Samuel, . eldeſt ſon of William the late 
Viſcount Grimſton; by whom he had iſſue, a ſon 
and a daughter, both decealed.

GaGE, Baron of Caſtle-Bar, and Viſcount 
Gacr of Caſtle-Ifland, and Baronet, member of 
parliament for Seaford, ſucceeded his father T ho- 
mas in December 1754. | 

This noble family is of Norman extraction, and 
derives deſcent from de Gaga, or Gage, who at- 
tended William I. in his expedition to England; 
and after the conqueſt thereof, was rewarded 
with large grants of lands in the foreſt of Dean, 
and county of Glouceſter, near which foreſt he 
fixed his reſidence, by building a ſear at Cleren-

Sir John Gage diſtinguiſhed himſelf in an ex- 
traordinary manner at the ſiege of J erouen, un- 
der King Henry VIII. and was thereupon made

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captain of the caſtle of Calais; ſoon after that 
he was ſent for home, knighted, made one of 
the privy-council, vice-chamberlain, and captain 
of the guards. A few years after, for ſervices 
done on the borders of Scotland, he was made 
comptroller of the honſhold, and chancellor of 
the dutchy of Lancaſter in one day. He was 
alſo made conſtable of the Tower of London, 
and knight of the garter. He was one of the 
knights deputed by the parliament, who, with 
the two archbiſhops and the principal nobility 
and clergy, ſigned that memorable letter to Pope 
Clement VII. defiring his holineſs to comply with 
the King in his divorce. 

At the taking of Boulogne, thirty-ſixth of Hen- 
ry VIII. he was in joint commiſſion with Charles 
Duke of Suffolk, lord lieutenant of his Majeſty's 
camp; and was made captain of the band of horſe- 
men, At the death of the King, he was left one 
of his executors ; and, as a token of his royal 

favour, he left him a legacy of two thouſand 
marks, In the reign of Edward VI. he was one 
of the ſupreme council; and in that of Queen 

Mary, he was made lord chamberlain. 

His eldeſt fon and heir, Sir Edward Gage, was 
made a knight of the Bath in the reign of Queen 
Mary, in the life-time of his father ; and was 
ſheriff of Surry and Suſſex, in the fourth of her 
_ reign; and his fon John Gage ſucceeded to fitteen 
manors, beſides diver meſſuages, lands, &c. in 
Suſlex: but dying without iſſue, he was ſucceeded 
by John Gage, his nephew, eldeſt ſon of J ho- 
was his third brother, who was created a Baronet 
May 26, 1622 and was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir 
Thomas Gage of Firle, whoſe eldeſt fon and ſuc- 
ceſſor, Sir Thomas, dying on his travels with- 
out iſſue, was ſucceeded by his brother Sir John, 
Who was the fourth Paronet. 


| Sir 
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Sir William Gage, the ſeventh Baronet, was 
created a knight of the Bath in May 1725, and 
was elected to parliament for Seaford, which he 
repreſented till he died, April 22, 1744, and dy- 
ing unmarried, the title deſcended to the late 
Viſcount: Gage, to whoſe ſons he left the bulk of 
his fortune. 

Joſeph Gage, the fourth fon of Sir Thomas 
Gage the ſecond Baronet, inherited his mother's 
eſtate of Shirburn-caſtle, in the county of Ox- , 

ford; and got a great eſtate with his wife Eliza- 
beth, daughter of George Penruddock of the 
county of Southampton, Eſq; by whom he had 
iſſue two ſons and two daughters; Elizabeth, wife 
of John Weſton of Sutton, in Surry, Eſq; and 
Anne married to Richard-Arundel Beling of Lang- 
hern, in Cornwal, Eſq; | | 
The ſecond ſon, Jofeph, being concerned in 
the Miſſiſſippi ſchemes in France, in 1719, ac- 
quired a fortune computed at twelve or thirteen 
millions ſterling, which ſo intoxicated him, that 
he made an offer to Auguſtus then King of Poland, 
of three millions for that crown, which his Ma- 
jeſty refuſing, he purpoſed to purchaſe the iſland 
of Sardinia from that King, which project was 
alſo rejected. But the next year being reduced 
to great poverty, by the fall of that bubble, he 

ſought new adventures in Spain, where, in Feb. 1727, 

he obtained a grant from the crown of working and 

draining all the gold mines in Old Spain, and fiſh- | 

ing for all wrecks on the coaſt of Spain and the [n- 

dies. In 1741, the King preſented him with a ſilver 

mine of immenſe value, to him and his heirs by 
patent, with the title of Count or Grandee, of 
the third claſs ; after which, he was conſtituted 
general of his Majeſty's army in Sicily; and, in 
March 1743, honoured with the title of — 
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of Spain of the firſt claſs, and commander in 
chief of the army in Lombardy; being alſo pre- 
ſented by the King of Naples with the order of 
St. Gennaro, and a yearly penſion of four thou- 
ſand ducats, He married the Lady Lucy Her- 
bert, fourth daughter to William the firſt Mar-

"= IS right honourable HEnRy TEMPLE, 
Viſcount PALMERSTON of Palmerſton, in 
the county of Dublin, and Baron TEM LE of 
Mount-Temple, in the county of Sligo, born 
Dec. 4, 1739, ſucceeded his grandfather Henry, 

the late Viſcount, who died June 10, 1757, 
Leuric, or Leofric, Earl of Cheſter, living in 
the time of King Ethelbald, anno 716, is faid to 
be the anceſtor of the family of Temple; from 
whom deſcended Leofric, who is by ſome affirmed 
to be the firſt Earl of Leiceſter, in the time of 
Edward the confeſſor ; and was chiefly inſtru- 
mental in raiſing that Prince to the throne, as he 
was alſo of his ſucceſſor Harold Harefoot. He 
founded that great monaſtery at Coventry, which 
he endowed with no leſs than twenty-four Lord- 
ſhips; and married the famous Godina, who rode 
naked through Coventry, by day, to re-gain the 
Citizens their privileges, which they had forteited 
by offending their lord her huſband, and to free 
them from the taxes with which they were op: 
preſſed : he died Aug. 31, 1057, and was buried 
in his monaſtery. Algar, his ſon, ſucceeded to 
the earldom of Mercia, who, in 1053, was Earl 
of the Eaſt Saxons. His ſon Edwin, diſliking 
the government of the Normans, was deprived of 
his earldom by the conqueror, and loſt his lite 
defending himſelf with only twenty horſemen, 
againſt a ſuperior force, anno 1071. He left a 
ſon Edwin, ſometime ſtiled Earl of Leiceſter and 
CEL | Coventry, 
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Coventry, who is ſaid to aſſume the ſurname of 
Temple, from the manor of Temple in the hun- 
dred of Sparkenhoe, ſtanding in Welleſborough, 
ſo denominated from the knights Templars, to 
whom it was granted by the old Earls of Lei- 
ceſter. 

peter Temple of Stow, in the county of Buck- 
ingham, had two ſons, John who ſucceeded him, 
and from him deſcended, in a direct line, the late 
Viſcount Cobham, and preſent Earl Temple in 
England, who is ſtill poſſeſſed of the eſtate of 
Stow, in the county Bucks, and others in the 
county of Warwick. The ſecond ſon of the ſaid 
Peter Temple was Anthony, father of Sir Wil- 
liam, who became a fellow of King's college, in 
Cambridge; and by the uncommon progreſs he 
made in his ſtudies recommended himſelf to the 
acquaintance and friendſhip of the famous Sir 
Philip Sidney, who took him into the Low Coun- 
tries, and there expired in his arms. By the faid 
Sir Philip he was recommended to the great Earl 
of Eſſex, whoſe ſecretary he afterwards was, till 
that Earl's fall ; and then retiring into Ireland, 
become provoſt of Trinity college in Dublin, where 
he died in 1626, 

His eldeſt ſon and heir Sir John was knighted 
by Charles I. to whom he was one of the privy- 
council, and maſter of the rolls in Ireland; and 
wrote the hiſtory of the Iriſh rebellion. He mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of Robert Hammond of 
Chertſey, and ſiſter to that famous and great di- 
vine Doctor Hammond; by whem he had four 
lons and three daughters. | | 

Sir William, the eldeſt, ſo well known by his 
many foreign negociations, from 1665 to 1679z 
and efteemed for his juſt and clegant writings, 
was created a Baronet. 

TN Sir 
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Sir John, ſecond ſon of Sir John Temple, Ent. 
and brother to Sir William Temple, Bart. was 
knighted by King Charles II. and was ſpeaker to 
the houſe of Commons in Ireland before the age 
of thirty; he was alſo, by the ſaid King made 
ſollicitor, and afterwards attorney general, in which 
ſtation he continued moſt of the reign of King 
James, and in thoſe of King William and Queen 
Mary. He married Jane, daughter of Sir Abra- 
ham Yarner of the kingdom of Ireland, Kt. by 
whom he had four ſons and ſeven daughters. Of

in the Britiſh parliament tor Sandwich married 
Ellen Merrett, only daughter of Solomon Mer- 
rett of the city of London, Eſq; 

- This noble Lord is deſcended from the Earl of 
Gleneairn's family in Scotland, which family 
branched out in Edward VIth's time, by a younger 
fon William, who was biſhop of Argyll in Scot- 
land, whoſe grandſon, Dean Conyngham, came 
over into Ireland, about the latter end of James 
the firſt's reign, to ſue for a conſiderable eſtate, 
which he recovered. He left iſſue Halbert Co- 
nyngham, who was knighted in King Charles [1d's 
reign; and at the head of a regiment which he 
raiſed at his own expence, joined King William 
at the battle of the Boyne, which regiment the 
King eſtabliſhed the day after the battle, for their 
gallant behaviour; and gave him the command 
thereof: but he was ſoon after killed near Kil- 
loony, in the county of Sligoe. His fon Henry 
was major in Lord Mountjoy's regiment of foot 
at the battle of the Boyne, and for his gallant 
behaviour King William ſoon after ordered him 
to raiſe a regiment of dragoons, with a power 
to nominate his own officers ; and gave him the 
command thereof. At the bastle of St. Stephen's 
in Spain, in 1705, he was killed, where he com- 
manded in chief, as major-general in the Engliſh 
' ſervice, and lieutenant-general in the Portugueſe 
ſervice. He marricd a daughter of Sir John Wil- 
liams of the county of Carmarthen, Bart. widow 
of the right honourable the Earl of Shelburne, 
by whom he had a very large eſtate in Wales, and 
in the iſle of Thanet and county of Kent.

Robert de Courcy, the third ſon, in the year 
1020, was Lord of Courcy in Normandy, in which 
he was ſucceeded by his- fon Richard, who ac- 
companied William Duke of Normandy in his 
expedition into England ; and was preſent at the 
battle of Haſtings in 1066; and was rewarded by 
the conqueror 2 his ſervices, with a great num- 
ber of lordſhips in England, particularly the 
lordſhip of Stoke in the county of Somerſet, call- 
ed from him Stoke-Courcy, which he held with 
ſeveral others per Baroniam; and the lordſhips 
of Newnham, Seccenden, and Foxcote, in Ox- 
fordſhire : he died in the year 1098, and was 
ſucceeded by his ſon Robert de Courcy, Lord of 
Courcy in Normandy ; and Baron of Stoke-Courcy 
in England: he was ſteward of the houſhold to 
King Henry I. and to his daughter Maud, the 
Empreſs ; and was by the ſaid King created one 
of the great Barons at Weſtminſter, in 1133: he 
was founder of the nunnery of Cannington in So- 
merſetſhire, and left five ſons, whereof Robert de 
Courcy, Baron of Stoke-Courcy in the reign of 
King Stephen, was principal commander at the 
battſe of Northampton againft the Scots. | 
William his ſon, who ſucceeded him, was da- 
pifer to King Henry II. and as ſuch was one of 
the witneſſes to that King's charter of the lands 
and privileges he gave to the church of St. Peter's 
Weſtminſter; and was one of thoſe Engliſh no- 


| blemen who teſtified to the firm league and pay 


citication made between that King and William 
King of Scots. In the eighteenth of Henry IT. 
he wis Lord of Iſlip, in the county of Oxford, 
and juſtice of Ireland. 
He was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir John de 
Courcy, who ſerved Henry II. in all his wars; 
N = and 
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and in Ireland, at his own charge, fought five re- 
markable battles, whereby he conquered the pro- 
vince of Ulſter, and great part of Connaught; 
and was founder of ſeveral churches and abbies, 
which he plentifully endowed. In the year 1181, 
he was created by King Henry II. Earl of Ulſter, 
and Lord of Connaught ; and had a patent from 
the ſaid King for him, his heirs and aſſigns, to 
enjoy all the lands in that kingdom he could con- 
quer with his ſword, together with the donation 
of biſhopricks and abbies, reſerving from him 
only homage and fealty. From the year 1175 to 
1179, he was joint governor of Ireland; and 
from 1185 to 1190, ſole governor: but being 
that year accuſed, by Hugh de Lacy, of diſreſpect 
to the King, he was ſent priſoner to London; 
and was confined in the Tower for the ſpace of 
one year; when a diſpute ariſing between John 
King of England, and Philip-Auguſt King of 
France, about the title to the Dutchy of Nor- 
mandy, they agreed to refer the diſpute to the 
deciſion of two champions. The French cham- 
pion being ready, the King of England could 
find none of his ſubjects to undertake the com- 
bat: but being informed, that the Earl of Uliter 
Was the oniy man in his dominions who could 
undertake it, he ſent twice to the Earl in the 
Tower for that purpoſe : but was refuſed, by 
reaſon of the ungrateful returns the ſaid King had 
made to the Earl's ſervices, by impriſoning him 
unheard, at the ſuit of his rival and enemy Hugh 


de Lacy: but the King ſending the third time, 


the Earl replied, That though he would not fight 
for the King, yet he would hazard his life for the 
crown and dignity of the realm. The day of 
combat being appointed in Normandy, the Earl's 
own {word was ſent for out of Ireland: but when 
the day came, and every thing was ready for the 

* n ght, 
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fight, and the champions were entered the liſts, 
in the preſence of the Kings of England, France, 
and Scotland, the French champion, not liking 
the ſtrong proportion of the Earl's body, nor the 
terrible weapon he bore in his hand, when the 
_ trumpets ſounded the laſt charge, ſet ſpurs to his 
horſe, broke through the liſts, and fled into Spain, 
from whence he never returned. The French 
champion being thus fled, the victory was ad- 
judged to the Earl of Ulſter: but the Kings hear- 
ing of his great ſtrength, and being willing to ſee 
ſome trial of it, they ordered an helmet of ex- 
cellent proof, full faced with mail, to be laid on 
a block of wood, which the Earl with one blow 
cut aſunder, and ſtruck his ſword ſo deep into 
the wood, that none there preſent but himſelf 
could draw it out again; which ſword, together 
with his armour, are to this day preſerved in the 
Tower of London. After this noble performance, 
the King reſtored him to his titles and eſtate, 
which was valued at that time at twenty-five thou- 
ſand marks ſterling, per annum, a vaſt income in 
thoſe days; and likewiſe bad him aſk for any 
thing elſe in his gift he had a mind to, and it 
ſhould be granted. Upon which, the Earl re- 
plied, "That he had titles and eftate enough, but 
deſired that he and his ſucceſſors, the heirs male 
of his family after him, might have the privilege, 
After their firſt obeiſance, of being covered in the 
royal preſence of him and his ſucceſſors, Kings 
of England, which the King granted; and the 
laid privilege is preſerved in the family to this 
day. For, Almericus, the late Lord, in 1692, 
being one day at King William's court, and ad- 
mitted into the preſence chamber, walked to and 
| fro with his hat on, which the King obſerving, 
ſent one of his nobles to enquire the reaſon of his 
_ appearing before the King with his head covered. 
Oo or 4 0 
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To whom he replied, He very well knew in whoſe 
preſence he ſtood ; and the reaſon why he wore 
his hat that day was, becauſe he ſtood before the 
King of England. This anſwer being told the 
King, his Lordſhip approached near the throne, 
and being required by his Majeſty to explain him- 
ſelf, he ſpoke as follows. May it pleaſe your 
Majeſty, my name is Courcy, and I am Lord of 
Kingſale in the Kingdom of Ireland; the reaſon 
of my appearing covered in your Majeſty's pre- 
ſence is, to aſſert the antient privilege of my fa- 
mily, granted to Sir John de Courcy, Earl of 
Ulſter, and his heirs, by John King of England, 
for him and his ſucceſſors for ever. The King 
replied, That he remembered he had ſuch a no- 
bleman, and he believed the privilege he aſſerted 
to be right; and giving him his hand to kiſs, his 
Lordſhip made his obeiſance, and remained un- 
covered. And Gerald, the preſent Baron of King- 
fale, being preſented to King George I. by the 
Duke of Grafton, lord lieutenant, on June 13, 
1720, had the honour to kiſs the King's hand, 
and aflert the antient privilege of his family, of 
being covered in his preſence; and, on June 22, 
1727, he was preſented by the Lord Carteret, 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, to King George II. by 
whom he was graciouſly received, and had the 
honour of kiſſing his Majeſty's hand; and being 
covered in his preſence. 
The ſaid Sir John Courcy Earl of Ulſter, after- 
_ wards arriving in England is ſaid to have at- 
_ tempted fifteen ſeveral times to croſs the ſeas from 
thence into Ireland, but was every time put back 
by contrary winds ; whereupon he altered his 
courſe, and went to France, where he died, about 
the year 1210; leaving iſſue by Africa his wife, 
daughter to Godred King of the iſle of Man, and 
of the weſtern iſles of Scotland, Miles his 1 
an 
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and ſucceſſor. Miles, who ſucceeded him, was 
one of the bail for his father's fidelity on his being 
releaſed out of the Tower, in order to fight the 
French champion, as appears in the records of 
the fourth year of King John, kept in the ſaid 
Tower. He was kept out of the Earldom of Ul- 
ſter, by Hugh de Lacy, who had a grant of it 
from King John, on taking Earl John and ſend- 
ing him priſoner to London : for Miles claiming 
the Earldom after his father's death, the ſaid Lacy 
replied, That he would maintain the King's laſt 
grant of it to himſelf, ſince Earl John never re- 
turned to Ireland to reverſe the outlawry. Miles 
being forced to quit his pretenſions, was, how- 
ever, created Baron of Kingſale; and afterwards 
living altogether in Ireland, never claimed the 
Barony of Stoke-Courcy ; and was ſucceeded by 
his fon Patrick de Courcy, who, in the fifth of 
King Henry III. was named in a commiſſion with 
Thomas Fitz- Anthony, the King of Connaught, 
the King of Leinſter, and OBrien King of Mun- 
ſter, directing them to remove Sir Geofry de Ma- 
riſco from being lord juſtice of Ireland; and in 
his room to ſubſtitute Henry de Laundres, arch- 
biſhop of Dublin. This Lord of Kingſale, in 
right of his wife, enjoyed one half of the king- 
dom of Cork; and in the twentieth of King 

Henry III. we find him ſtiled Dominus Mediatis 

Regni Corcagiæ. „ 
Edmund, the fourth Lord of Kingſale, was 
named by King Edward I. with Richard de 
Bourke, Earl of Ulſter, Thomas Fitz-Maurice, 
Earl of Deſmond, and ten others, as peers of 
Ireland, to accompany that King in his wars to 
Scotland. Miles, the ſeventh Lord, overthrew 
Florence Mac-Carty More, with a great army of 
his followers, in a battle at Ringrone, and drove 
them into the river Bandon, near K ingſale, where 
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Mac-Carty and a great number of them were 
drowned, William, the ninth Baron of King. 
fale, had, in the year 1397, a ſpecial licence from 
King Richard II. by patent, to buy a ſhip, to 
paſs and repaſs whenever he pleaſed, between 
England and France. Patrick, the eleventh Ba- 
ron, founded the convent of Auſtin-Friers, in the 
city of Cork. 

King Henry VII. having ſent for moſt of the 
temporal Lords out of Ireland, and admitted 
them to his preſence at Greenwich, they attended 
the King in a ſolemn proceſſion to church, but 
James, the thirteenth Baron of Kingſale, not be- 
ing there that day, loſt his precedency of the firſt 
Baron of Ireland, which the King gave to the 
Lord Athenry, who was a Lancaſtrian, whereas 
the Lord Kingſale was a Yorkilt. | 

Gerald de Courcy, the ſeventeenth Baron of King- 
ſale, commanded an Iriſh regiment at the ſiege of 
Bologne, in France, under Henry VIII. and hav- 
ing been a great inſtrument in the taking of that 
town, was, for his ſignal ſervices and bravery, 
knighted in the field, under the royal ſtandard, 
which was eſteemed a great honour in thoſe days. 
John, the eighteenth Lord of Kingſale, behaved 
himſelf gallantly againſt the Spaniards, at the 
ſiege of Kingſale; and was in great favour with 
King James I. to whom he was a lord of the bed 
chamber.

Hiſtory informs us, that the name of this an- 
tient noble family, which is of Engliſh extrac- 
tion, was originally Triſtram, till, on St. Law- 
rence's day, Sir Almericus Triſtram, being to 
command an army againſt the Danes near Clan- 
tarffe, made a vow to that faint, that if he got 
the victory, he and his poſterity, in honour of 
him, ſhould bear the name of St. Lawrence, 
which has ſo continued to this time; and the 
lword wherewith he fought is now hanging up 
at the great hall of Howth, the ſeat of the 
preſent Lord; and what is very remarkable in 
this family is, that the eſtate and barony they 
now enjoy has been in the poſſeſſion of the fa- 
mily 600 years, without any increaſe or dimi- 
nution ; during which time, there never was an 
attainder in it. The valour and conduct of Sir 
Almericus were ſo remarkable in this battle 
_ againſt the Danes, that the victory obtained over 

them was, in agreat meaſure, attributed to him and 
- his family, having loſt ſeven ſons, uncles and ne- 
phews, in the engagement: whereupon he had 
the land and title of Howth allotted to him; and in 
1189, upon the removal of Sir John Courcy from 
the government, by King Richard I. and ſubſti- 
tuting Hugh Lacy in his room, the Iriſh reſolved 
to recover their country from Courcy now diveſt- 
ed of his power, Sir Almericus being then in 
Connaught with 30 Knights and 200 foot, was 
deſired to repair to the aſſiſtance of Courcy : 8 
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O Connor, King of Connaught, oppoſing his 
march, all the horſemen killed their horſes, that 
they might not be tempted to fly, and engaging 
the enemy, which conſiſted of 20,000 men, killed: 
looo of them: but being overwhelmed by num- 
bers, they all periſhed to a man. He married 
the ſiſter of Sir John de Courcy Earl of Ulſter, by 
whom he had Sir Nicholas, the ſecond Lord 
Howth. | Ke 
Robert the 15th Lord, was in 1483 appointed 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland; and married Joan 
fecond daughter of Edmund Beaufort Duke of 
Somerſet, by whom he had Thomas, who was 
attorney-general, and afterwards juſtice of the 
king's bench in Ireland; and his eldeſt ſon Sir 
Nicholas was the 16th Lord, who was entirely 
devoted to the houſe of Lancaſter, and diſcover- 
ing the deſigns of the impoſtor Lambert Simnel 
imparted them to King Henry VII. who preſent- 
ed him with a gift worth 300 pounds in gold, in 
teſtimony of his favour. Tr 
Sir Chriſtopher the twenty ſecond baron of: 
Howth was colonel of foot, and behaved with 
great bravery at the remarkable ſiege of Kingſale; 
and his ſon and ſucceſſor Nicholas was a great

HE right honourable CHARLES MayNaRD, ' 
Baron MAYNARD of Wicklow in Ireland; 
and Baron Maynard of Eſtaines-Parva, in the 
county of Eſſex, and Baronet, Engliſh honours, 
| Tucceeded his brother Grey, April 27, 1745, and 
1s yet unmarried. 

The anceſtor of this noble family came to Eng-- 
land with William the conqueror ; and John May- 
nard of Axeminſter, in the county of Devon, 
ſerved under Edward the Black Prince, in his 

5 „„ Wars 
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Wars againſt France, wherein his valour was ſo 
conſpicuous, that, July 28, 1352, he was made 
governor of Breſt-caſtle, in Britany. To him 
fucceeded John his ſon, who died in 1400, whoſe 
ſon Nicholas was father of John Maynard, re- 
turned by the King's commiſſioners one of the 
gentry of Norfolk, twelfth of Henry VI. His ſon 
Nicholas was father of another Nicholas, that 
died in the year 1518; from whom deſcended Sir 
John Maynard of Gunnersbury, in Middleſex; 
who, by King William, was made a commiſſioner 
of the great ſeal; and his ſon and heir Joſeph 
died without iſſue male. John Maynard, ſecond 
ſon of that name by another wife of the ſaid Ni- 
cholas, was, in 1552, ſheriff of London; and 
the ſame year made ſteward of St. Albans for life, 
the firſt year of its incorporation, and repreſented 
it in the parliament called by Queen Mary in 1553, 
and was one of the thirty-nine members that ab- 
ſented themſelves without licenſe, in manifeſt con- 
tempt of the King and Queen's injunctions, ra- 
ther than join in receiving the Pope's authority 
into the realm. + | 
His ſon, Sir Henry, was ſecretary to that great 
Nateſman William Cecil Lord Burghley, treaſurer 
of England, and ſerved in the parliaments of 
Queen Elizabeth, in the 27, 28, 31, 35, and 39 
years of her reign, for the borough of St. Albans; 
and in her forty-third year was ſheriff and knight 
of the ſhire for the county of Eſſex. He was 
| ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon William, who was 
knighted by King James I, March 7, 1608; and, 
June 29, 1611, was dignified with the title of 
Baronet, as he was with that of Baron, May 30, 
1620 The immediate anceſtors, arms, &c. of

HE right honourable Joun Rawnox, 
Baron RAWDON and Bart. and F. R. S, 
born in 1720, was created Lord Rawdon of 
Moyra, in the county of Downe, April 9, 17 50; 
and married, Nov. 10, 1741, to his firſt wife, 
Lady Helena Perceval, youngeſt daughter to John 
Earl of Egmont ; and by her, who died June 11, 
1746, has two daughters. 1. Catherine,” born 
Jan. 1, 1742; and Helena, born May 27, 1744. 
And Dec. 23, 1746, he married to his ſecond 
wife, Anne daughter of Trevor Viſcount Hillſbo- 
rough, who dying Aug. 1, 1751, without iſſue, 
his Lordſhip Feb. 26, 1752, married the Lady 
Elizabeth Haſtings, eldeſt daughter to Theophi- 
lus late Earl of Huntingdon, by whom he hath 
a daughter, Anne-Elizabeth, born May 16, 1753. 
This noble family is of great antiquity, as 
appears by the title deed of their eſtate, granted 
by William the Conqueror, part of which eſtate, 
with the Manſion-houſe, Lord Rawdon {till en- 
joys. The following lines are taken from the 
or iginal Deed mentioned in Weaver's F uneral 
Monuments.

The lands were ſituated near Leeds in Vork 
ſhire; and he took his name from the town of 
Rawdon, where is the Manſion-houſe of the fa- 
mily. The ſaid Paulyn de Roydon was ſucceed- 
ed by his ſon Thor, the father of Serlo, whoſe 
fon Adam lived in the reign of Richard I. and 
was father of Michael, who died in the reign of 
Henry III. From him deſcended, in a direct 
male line, John, living in the firſt year of Henry 
VIII. and leaving two ſons; John, living at Rawdon- 
hall the 8th Henry VIII. and Ralph, whoſe ſon 
Ralph had three ſons, Laurence, Alderman of 
York; Robert, a citizen of London; and Sir 
Marmaduke, who was colonel] for King Charles J. 
governor of Baſing in Hampſhire, and of Far- 
. ringdon in Berkſhire, which laſt he defended 
_ againſt general Fairfaix, till his death, April 28, 
1646. In 1627, he ſerved in parliament for Ald- 
borough in Suffolk; and in 1639, was choſen 
alderman of London, but fined for the ſame, and 
in 1645, was choſen high ſheriff of the county 
of Hertford : he left ten ſons and fix daughters. 

John, elder brother of Ralph, grandfather of 
Sir Marmaduke, ſucceeded at Rawdon-hall, whoſe 
ſon Michael ſucceeded him, and was ſucceeded 
by his ſon George, whoſe eldeſt fon Francis, was 
father of Sir Geor ge Rawdon, member of par- 
liament for Belfaſt in 1629. He was ſhot in the 
right hand; and had two horſes ſhot under him 
at Liſburn in the ſervice of King Charles I. Upon 
the reſtoration, he had the command of a troop 
of horſe, and was made governor of Carrickier- 
gus, and created a Baronet, May 20, 1665, by 
Charles II. he died in 1684, and was ſucceeded 
by his ſon Sir Arthur, the ſecond Baronet, who 
was captain of a troop of horſe, and, at the time 
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of the revolution had the command of a regiment 


of dragoons within the county of Downe, which 
county he repreſented in parliament. He died 
Oct. 17, 1695, and by Helena, daughter and 
heir to Sir James Graham, third ſon of William 
Earl of Montieth in Scotland, left two ſons and 
two daughters, viz. 

1. John, who ſucceeded him. 

2. Edward, who died young. 

3. Dorothy, who died young. 

4. Iſabella, married to Sir Richard Levinge of 
Parwick, in Derbyſhire, and of High-park in the 
county of Weſtmeath, Bart. and died in 1731, 
leaving no iſſue by him, who died in 1747. 

John, the only ſurviving ſon, and the third 
Baronet, repreſented the county of Downe in 
parliament; and, in 1716, married Dorothy, 
ſecond daughter of Richard Levinge, Kt. and 
Bart. and dying Feb. 2, 1723-4, had ifſue by 
her, whu married ſecondly with Dr. Charles 
Cobbe, now arch-biſhop of Dublin, and died 
Sep. 2. 1733, four ſons, viz.
